The Printer1* 
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THE LATE SBftOEANT THOMAS PLUNKETT.- 
The recent death of Sergeant PlnnKett re- 


moves one of the noted heroes of the war. 
For many years he has been in charge of the 
clonk room of the. Massachusetts legislature, 
his mutilated figure being a familiar one iu 
the State House in Boston. He leaves a widow 
and two sons. 


Sergeant Thomas Fumkett was born In 


Ireland in October, 1830, and when on infant 
camo to this country with his parental, who 
settled in Massachusetts, where he grew up 
antti become respected for his habits of in- 
dustry. When the call for troops camo in 1861 
he-enlisted as a private in the Twonty-flrst 
(Massachusetts hegunent. Ho was a good 
soldier, obedient to orders and faituful in tho 
discharge of every duty, but ho little knew 
what sacrifices he would be called upon 
to make -for the land of his adoption. 
In all of the many important battles in 
which his regiment 
was engaged, Ser- 


geant Phmkett distinguished himself by 
his gallantry. He was 'tie hero of 
many incidents of individual intrepidity. 
But it,was at the batUe of Frederlcksburg 
that Sergeant .Plunkett performed the crown- 
ing act of heroism that gave him his fame 
and loft him the "armless hero of Massa- 
chusetts." 


The Twenty-first Massachusetts took part in 


tho terrible-battle at Fredoridtsburg, and in 
the thick of tho flght tho color bearer was 
shot, and as tho regiment wns falling back 
Comrade Plunkett, seeing tho standard fall to 
the ground, sprang forward, and seizing it 
waved it high in tho air ius a rallying point 
for the command. In an instant, tho color 
fell from his strong right hand, for a niinio 
ball had shattered the elbow. With his right 
arm hanging useless by his side, ho grasped 
the falling color with his left band, and fac- 
ing tho enemy, slowly fell back. In a fow 
•minutes ho received another shot which shat- 
tered tho left arm, thus completely disabling 
him. 
Unt \vth a heroism that was born of n 


determination to do his whole duty, ho 
pressed both arms, now rendered useless, 
around tho ling and bore iton" tho Held, bap- 
tizing it, with bis blood. Soon after Sergeant 
Flunkott'H heroic act became known to Mie 
state authorities, Adjt.
